Started bidding on the govern- 
ment contracts,” 

According to Mr. Collier, 
Dorsey Trailers had a payroll 
of $3,593,000 and paid $160, 
000 employee tax on the pay- 
roll in 1964, Lights and water 
cost $52,064 and direct taxes 
$740,000. The materials used 
in manufacturing last year cost 
over $10,000,000, 

Two-thirds of the buildings 
used today have been built since 
1956 and come very near filling 
the fifteen acre plant area and 
cause speculation as to when 
they will put some of the 150 
welding machines in the forty 
acre storage lot?

There is a small charge to 
patients for the costs of 
collection, processing, and 
distribution. 

Today’s Blood Program 
is not limited to civilians. 
Military and veterans hos- 
pitals receive blood and 
derivatives and service- 
men make a sizable contri- 
bution as donors, 

Continuous research is 
a vital factor in the Blood 
Program. Identification of 
new and useful blood fac- 
tions, long-term preser- 
vation of whole blood, and 
obtaining new automated 
blood-type equipment are 
among the projects cur- 
rently under investigation. 
All whole blood not trans- 


fused is used to prepare 
Clinically valuable blood 
fractions, Among those 


fractions supplied to phy- 
sicians across the United 
States are gamma globulin, 
serum albumin, vaccine 
immune globulin, and fri- 
brinogen, 

Magic substances that 
spell better health for 
thousands of Americans, 
and life itself for some, 
are important by-products 
of the biggest undertaking 
of its kind in the world, 
the American Red Cross 
Blood Program, 

About 15 percent of this 
blood remains unrequisi- 
tioned on hospital re- 
frigerator shelves beyond 
the current 2l-day red cell 
usability period, but the 
plasma can be utilized. 
Plasma is pooled and pro- 
cessed into four main pro- 


ducts: gamma_ globulin, 
useful in protecting the 
body from infections; 
serum albumin, which 
combats shock and is used 
also to treat certain kid- 
ney ailments; fibrinogen, 


administered to check 


hemorrhaging in child- 
birth; vaccinia immune 
globulin (VIG), used in 


treating serious reactions 
to smallpox vaccinations. 

The plasma _ fractions 
are available for use in 
any community inthe coun- 
try, Bill Pierce, local 
chairman, emphasized. 
Whole blood, meanwhile, 
is distributed chiefly to 
hospitals in localities 
where the Red Cross chap- 
ter participates in blood 
collections, 

Everyone is urged to go

Heart catheterization 
may be used to pinpoint 
valve damage and deter- 
mine its severity. In this 
test, a tiny plastic tube is

O take readings of such 
things as blood flow and 
pressure. 

Once the physician has 
determined how severe the 
damage, a program of 
treatment can be charted. 
If the disease is inthe early 
phase--that is, inflamma- 
tion of the valves or heart 
usu- 
ally consists of rest, good 
nursing care and appropri- 
ate drugs, 

Even when there has 
been some permanent dam- 
age, a program of good 
medical care has enabled 
many patients tolead prac- 
tically normal lives into 
their 70’s or 80's. How- 
ever, if a patient has been 
severely disabled and can’t 
carry on normal activities 
even with good medical 
care, his physician may 
suggest surgery. 

Rapid advances. are 
being made in surgical 
techniques and procedures 
for relieving the more se- 
vere and complicated 
forms of valve disease. 
Today it is possible to re- 
pair one or more valves 
Safely or, if they are be- 
yond repair, to replace 
them With artificial valves, 

One constant menace 
to the person who has rheu- 
matic heart disease is the 
possibility of infection in 
the damaged valves. If this 
happens, it can convert a 
relatively mild form of the 
disease to a potentially 
fatal one. For this reason, 
whenever dental work 
or even minor surgery is 
being done, it is important 
to take anitbiotics to pre- 
vent infection from occurr- 
ing in the heart. 

Always, the main ob- 
jective in treating rheuma- 
tic heart disease patients 


is to prevent recurrences 


of rheumatic fever. This 
can: be done by regular 
and conscientious use of 


penicillin ar sulfa. Once a 
patient has had rheumatic 
heart involvement, precau- 
tions to prevent recur- 
rences of rheumatic fever

Take soil samples from 
bermuda, bahia, and other 
summer grass sods so you 
can keep them fertilized 
right for top production. 
Grasses grown alone re- 
quire nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium. Spring 
is the best time to ferti- 
lize summer grasses that 


are not’ grown with a 
legume. 
If grass is grown in 


combination with a legume 
and phosphorus and potas- 
sium were applied last fall 
as recommended by soil 


-test, additional phosphorus 


and potassium will not be 
required. If on the other 
hand a poor growth of le- 
gumes was obtained during 
the winter and = spring 
months, an application of 
nitrogen may be re- 
quired for the grass to 
make good growth, 


The Soil Testing La- 
boratory recommends a 
fertilizer rate based on snil 
test and plant needs per 
1000 square feet. Before 
applying fertilizer to the 
lawn, measure the area and 
determine the square foot- 
age included in lawn grass 
and apply the amount of 
fertilizer recommended by 
soil test, 

Apply fertilizer to the 
lawn when grass is dry. 
Fertilizer applied whenthe 
leaves are wet will clingto 
the leaves and cause a 
temporary yellowing. If 
fertilizer is applied when 
the grass is damp, turn on 
the sprinkler system to 
wash the fertilizer off the 
plants, 


Time is running short to 
fertilize pecan _ trees, 
Pecan experts recommend 
fertilizing bearing trees, 
20 years old or more with 
eight to ten pounds of nitro- 
gen per tree in early 
spring. If a winter legume 
is grown in the orchard, 
apply the phosphorus and 
potassium in the fall, 

When no legume is 
grown, use two pounds of 


16-8-8 fertilizer per year 
of the tree’s age up to a 
total of 60 pounds pertree. 
This supplies the needed 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium, 

When applying, begin 
three to four feet from the 
trunk and spread the ma- 
terial evenly around the 
tree and extend three to 
four feet beyond the limb 
spread.

River 
Project 


Planned 


The proposed project of 
a dam and reservoir, ac- 
cess roads, and recreation 
areas of Pea River above 
Ariton, Alabama, in the 
Choctawhatchee - Perdido 
basin is now being planned. 
The principal streams in 


this basin area are Pea 
River, Choctawhatchee, 
Yellow, Blackwater, Es- 


cambia-Conecuh, and Per- 
dido Rivers. The Pea River 
dam and reservoir would 
provide benefits for recre- 
ation, fish and wildlife, and 
most important, flood 
control., This project is 
known as the Ariton pro- 
ject. 

The dam would be an 
earthfill structure with a 
side channel spillway. At 
normal full pool the reser- 
voir would have an area 
of 5,000 acres, Flood con- 
trol storage between nor- 
mal pool and spillway crest 
would reduce flooding at 
Elba and Geneva, Alabama, 
and Caryville, Florida. 

The area which would 
be inundated by the reser- 
voir is mostly wooded and 
relocations would be 
minor. The facilities, in 
addition to flood control, 
would be for fishing, pic- 
nicking, swimming, boat- 
ing, camping, and sight- 
seeing and would satisfy 
requirements for about 
43,600 user-days of fish- 
ing and 350,000 user-days 
of recreation. The creation 
of a large fresh-water lake 
in the area, where none now 
exists, would result in con- 
siderable homesite de- 
velopment areas around the 
lakeshore. 

Barbour County has 
been declared a distressed 
area by reason of low farm 
income in the county, The 
construction of the dam and 
reservoir would provide 
employment, sales of 
materials and equipment, 
increased housing and food 
service Opportunities, and 
many other benefits during 
the installation period to 
Barbour, Pike, Coffee and 
surrounding counties. 

The Crestview damsite 
is located on the Yellow 
River about four miles west 
of Crestview in Okaloosa 
County, Florida, and about 
two miles upstream from 
the bridge crossing the 
river on U.S, Highway 90. 
The reservoir would extend 
upstream from the dam a- 
bout 38 miles, 18 of which 
would be in Alabama. 

The proposed Crestview 
project consists of a dam
